BRITISH READY TO TAKE AGGRESSIVE

Keinforcements in South Africa Now Number 


23,500. Zulus Growing Insolent and May 


Attack Unarmed Britishers. Bombard- 


ment of Ladysmith Continues 


London, Nov 18.—The admiralty an- 


nounces the arrival at Oape Town of the 
troopship Arcana, with a battalion of 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders 
(the Princess Louise's regiment), bring- 
ing the reinforcements up to 23,500, of 
which 7290 have already disembarked at 
Durban, wltii IS field guns, a number 
of machine guns, engineers and hospital 
troops, as well as 700 mules. 


This force, with that already between 


Estcourt and Durban, is considered suf- 
ficient to enable General Hildeyard to 
advance and to take the aggressive 
against the Boers south of Ladysmith. 


According to the latest advices. Lady- 


smith is holding out satisfactorily, 
everything having been well up to Wed- 
nesday. 


In view of the Boer destruction of 


bridges, the war office has issued orders 
for the shipment of a quantity of bridge 
work between this and the end of the 
year. 


Advices from Zululand testify to the 


growing uneasiness of British resident*, 
whose stores are looted by the Boers, 
with the result that the Zulus them- 
selves are growing insolent, giving rise 
to a fear that they may attack the un- 
armed British population. 


It is reported that the British govern- 


ment has purchased the Creusot guns 
ordered by the Transvaal, but not de- 
livered 


An official dispatch confirms the state- 


ment that Captain J. A Haldane of the 
Gordon Highlanders, attached to the 
Dublin fusiliers, and Lieutenant T H. C. 
Frankland (not Franklin) and 37 non- 
commissioned! officers and men of the* 
Dublin fusiliers are missing. 


Captain- Bald&ne distinguished him- 


self by his services In India, for which 
he received the D. S O (companion of 
the distinguished service order). He. 
also was wounded at Elandslaagte. 


The Paris Gaulois says that Colonel 


Deville Boismareuil, formerly of the gen- 
eral staff, left France on Oct 26 for South 
Africa, on the invitation of the Trans- 
vaal government, which offered him a 
high rank in its army. 


Special dispatches from Pletsrmaritz- 


burg and Lorenzo Marquez say that 
Ladysmith is bombarded night and day 
and hard pressed On Nov 9, having dur- 
ing the night placed men close to the 
town, the Boers' after a heavy bomhardr 
ment, began an assault, but were re- 
pulsed at every point v, ith heavy losses. 
The Boers have destroyed one of the 
bridtres <yv er the Tugela. river 


Major Wolfe-Murray has returned to 


Pietermaritzburg- to take command of 
the line of communication, and Colonel 
Long of the Royal artillery has taken 
command at Estcourt The forces now 
at Pietermaritzburg are too weak to at- 
tempt to reopen communication^. Ar- 
tillery and cavalry especially are badly 
needed, and it will necessarily take a 
very long time to obtain either, owing 
to the difficulty of entraining and the 
necessity of allowing- the horses to rest 
after the long sea voyage. 


From the indiscriminate distribution 


of various divisions at unexpected points 
it seems clear that the original plans of 
General Buller have 
been wholly 


changed. Not the slightest word re- 
garding the new plans has been allowed 
to escape. 


It has been reported that the Belmont 


fight arose owing to the advance of a 
British column to relieve Kimberloy; 
but this seems incorrect, all the most re- 
liable accounts representing the engage- 
ment as growing out of a reconnaisance. 
The announcement of the arrival of Gen- 
eral Methuen at Orange river, however, 
doubtless means that arrangements are 
In a forward state for an advance from 
that point, if the advance has not al- 
ready begun. 


Kimberley was safe on Friday, Nor. 


10. Last Tuesday a Boer force of 600 
entered Aliwal north, Cape Colony, 
hoisted the flag of the Free State and de- 
clared the town and district to be part of 
the republic. The activity of the Boers 
In this locality would almost point to the 
necessity of Insuring the safety of the 
column marching to the relief of Kim- 
berley from attack from this direction 
or from Bloemfontein. 


Advices from Maseru, Basutoland, 


dated Wednesday, Nov. 8, say that Chief . 
Joel, terrorized by false Boer assertions 
that the British have been beaten In 
every engagement and are being driven 
eut of South Africa, is preparing? to Join 
the Boera, believing their's the winning 
side The Boers are said to have sup- 
plied him with guns, which they have 
accompanied with specious promises.

BOY DESPERADO CAPTURED 


Says He Will Have Liberty H 


He Has to Commit Murder 


Bwnstable, Mass., Nov. 18.—Marshall 


N. Benson, who broke Jail last Sunday 
noon, was captured between 11 and 12 
o'clock yesterday In the house belong- 
ing to Miss Nellie F. Toungr, within 75 
yards of the jail, sad 20 yards of the 
courthouse. 


The boy desfwrado was brought to bay 


at the point of a revolver held in the 
hand of Warden Gash of UM Barnstat > 
county Jail. 


During the night of Thursday, the 


variety; store of W. H. Paine was broken 
into and a large amount of plunder 
taken. 
Thursday evening, after blow- 


ing out his light, A. F. Sherman, who 
liven In the house next to the Young 
cottage, stepped to the window to look 
out, and in the clear moonlight dis- 
cerned the figure of a man standing back 
of his house. 


Upon hearing of the break Mr. Sher- 


man notified his son, A. F. Sherman, 
Jr., who visited the garden and found 
a number of distinct tracks, freshly 
made, and called the attention of Mr. 
McArdle. the assistant Jailer, to them, 
who said they were the sise of the shoes 
worn by Benson. 


Mr. Sherman, Jr., visited the Painea 


and learned the amount of plunder 
taken, and drew the conclusion that if 
the man seem by hia father was the 
guilty party he must have a rendezvous 
in the immediate vicinity, as it was 
necessary for him to have made more 
than one trip to carry away hia booty, 
or else there was more than one party 
interested. 


Mr. Sherman met Warden Cash on the 


arrival of the train from Buzzard's Bay, 
and together they mads an inspection of 
the footprints. Procuring the keys to 
Mils Young's cottage, the warden and 
Sherman, together with, Assistant Jailer 
McArdle, went to the house. Cash went 
inside, while McArdls and Sherman 
wore placeAoutsid*. 


Cash soon f oiuM evidence that assured 


him that Benson was In the house, and. 
summoning his assistants, made a 
•earch, which had not proceeded far be- 
fore the culprit was feuad' hiding behind 
a sofa In the parlor. 


Th* warden at ones grappled with ths 


prisoner, and pulled him out. Benson 
fought stubbornly, but was finally over- 
powered, and, at the point of a revolver, 
soon brought into subjection. He was 
taken f rorn the house to his old quarters 
in the county jail. 


Upon being caught the tears flowed 


from Benson'* eyes, and be said to his 
esptor: "if I had a revolver I woujd 
blow a bole through you, and no ball and 
chain will keep me in this place," 


When asked by Warden Cash If h* was 


not well used, he said bo wanted his lib- 
erty, and would hays It oven If he had 
to commit murder. 


After landing their maa IA h!« cell the 


officers mads another search over the 
Voung premises and found all ths goods 
taken from the Pains store and also ths 
plunder taken from the dspot on the 
night of the prisoner's escapt. All this 
show* 
conclusively 
that 
although 


seortted under the vary nose of the of- 
noer this desperate prisoner mads his 
(tflt jo storsi and broks in at will. U 


u a surprise to an the people to know 
that he was so near them. 


County Sheriff Chase refused permis- 


sion for any one to see the prisoner, but 
it is well known that Benson goes into 
prison With the distinct resolution of 
getting at liberty again. 


In his hiding- place he was comfort- 


ably situated. His favorite place waa 
in a dark closet. He had two kerosene 
lamps, an easy chair and! other home 
comforts. His midnight depredations 
brought him plenty to eat. Although 
supplied with firearms he had no cart- 
ridges, which is probably responsible for 
his weak defense when Jailer Cash 
found him. 


Benson Is one of the most desperate 


criminals ever known on Cape Cod, be- 
ing one of the principals in the shooting- 
of Sheriff Burgess and Officer Smalley 
at Bourne in August last. After a long 
flight for this offense he was captured at 
Holbrook, Mass, Oct. 4, and given a 
sentence of two years, which he was 
serving at the time of his escape.

FOR THE BABIES 


By Christine Terhune Henrlck. 


No household subject Is more import- 


ant than the feeding: of children. None, 
as a rule, receives less attention. 


The progressive housekeeper take* 


one or more monthly magazines because 
they devote a goodly space to the pur- 
chase, preparation and service of food. 
She turns, eagerly to the columns of her 
dajly or Sunday paper for the recipes 
that a far-seeing managing editor hag 
Appreciated would make his journal 
popular with women. It is highly prob- 
tble that she keeps a scrap-book and a 
manuscript cook-book of her own In 
which to paste or copy directions for 
dishes that please her fancy or hints 
that will help her in the conduct of her 
household. 


All thia is admirable. But bow many 


of these women who are mother* have 
a book jfn which to note down sugges- 
tions for the correct proportion and 
proper^ compounding of certain foods 
that are suitable for the small children, 
the growing boys.amd girls of the home? 


Even fn this enlightened- day ther«xare 


some uneducated mothers,— and some, 
alas! -"Who have not the excuse of igno- 
rance, who begin their course of impair- 
ing a child's digestion while it is still at 
eo tender an age that it should know no 
food beyond its mother's milk or what- 
ever substitute she is obliged to give 
him. There is ground for hope, how- 
ever, that this sin against the child's fu- 
ture health and happiness la lew com- 
mon than it once was, although the ef- 
fort at optimism which such a trust re- 
quires seems little short of heroic when 
one recalls the nursing' babies one sees 
in public conveyances, tranquilly suck- 
ing candy or. a cooky, or pulling on a 
banana. 
Even in the face, of these 


Bights It Is still safe to say that most 
mothers defer their period of neglect of 
their children's diet until these have at 
least cut their first teeth. 
Painfully 


few, 
however, are the homes In which 


the youngsters, by the time they are 
allowed to come to the table, are not 
permitted to eat and drink the same 
things as their elders and in such quan- 
tities as the infants themselves crave. 


With this aspect of the matter we will 


deal a little later. Let us return for the 
present to the case of the aforementioned 
infants in arms whose mothers are so 
unfortunate as to be unable to nourish 
them with the sustenance Nature baa 
provided for the young of the human 
species. 


Of making infants' foods there is no 


end. 
It is not my purpose to institute 


invidious distinctions by here commend- 
ing one at the expense of others. For 
those required in special cases the 
moth« must depend upon the advice of 
her family physician. Only, it is safe 
to lay down on« principle, — which should, 
indeed, if there be anything in frequent 
repetition, be familiar to every mother 
who is enough interested in nursery 
dietetics to bestow upon them any at- 
tention. Until the child begins to cut 
his teeth he should never be given 
etaa-ches. 


This principle, as a matter of course, 


rules out all preparations of farina, ar- 
row-root, oatmeal or other cereals. It 
also tabooes the crust of bread or crack- 
er which parents and nurses, for some 
unknown reason, always seem anxious 
to give to the infants in their charge at 
the earliest possible moment. 


The reason for this abstinence from 


starchy food has been given as frequent- 
ly as has the prohibition against their 
use, but in view of the apparent disre- 
gard of both dicta it may be well to re- 
peat the truth once more. During the 
first eight or nine months of an infant's 
life the salivary and pancreatic juices 
which accomplish the digestion of 
eta.rch.eg, are not fitted for this work. 
The salivary diastase, or ptyalin, is the 
first agent in the digestion of starches. 
With their conversion into matter which 
can be absorbed and assimilated, the 
stomach has practically nothing to do. 
The work begun in the m^'^h is com- 
pleted in the intestines. Many authori- 
ties go »o far as to say that the child 
should have no starchy food until he Is 
eighteen months old.

Recipes From Many Sources and of 


Acknowledged Worth. 
CHICKEN OMELET. 


Beat the yolks of three eggs until 


thick; add one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
a few grains of pepper and three table- 
spoonfuls hot water. Fold in the whites 
of the three beaten eggs until stiff and 
dry. Heat an omelet pan, grease bottom 
and sides, using in all one teaspoonful of 
butter. Turn in the mixture, spread 
evonly, and eook slowly on top of the 
ranee until slightly browned underneath. 
Put in the oven on center grate to finish 
cooking. When it is firm take from the 
oven, fold, and slip out on a hot plat- 
ter. Pour around it a tSin white sauoa 
made by melting one tablespoonful of 
butter, stir Injto it one tablespoonful of 
flour and pour'on gradually one and one- 
half cups oPmilk. Season with salt and 
pepper, and: add' one-half cup cold 
cooked chicken, cut in dice. 


BROILED LIVERS. 


Cut each chicken liver into four 


pieces. Put on skewers, allowing one 
liver to each skewer. Balance skewers 
on a broiler and broil over a clear fire 
five minutes. Remove to serving: dish, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
spread with butter. 


BAKED BANANAS. 


Wipe bananas and loosen one portion 


of the skin. Place In a shallow pan, 
cover and 'bake until the skins become 
very dark fn color and the fruit is soft. 
Remove from the skins, sprinkle with 
sugar and serve bet, with sweetened 
cream. 


Take any desired quantity of steak 


from the tqp part of the round, as this 
bas less fat and more Juice than any 
other part of the ox; remove every mwr- 
sel of fat and divide the meat into small 
pieces, cutting across the grain; put the 
meat in a dry sauce pan and allow It to 
sweat for five minutes over a slow fire, 
stirring occasionally to prevent stick- 
Ing. This is how all beef-essences are 
prepared. After sweating for five min- 
utes you will find the meat white in 
color and surrounded by a very rich 
nourishing gravy, which, In cases of 
great exhaustion may be given in thla 
form. But ordinarily you next pour ore* 
the meat its weight of cold water, al- 
lowing a pint of water to a pound of 
beef. Stir until the water boil*; it must 
not boil again, but simmer gently for 
five or ten minutes, until the Juice is 
drawn out; then strain carefully into a 
bowl, and if there is a particle of fat 
on top remove it with a piece off 
brown unsized paper. In this way you 
may take off every bit of fat without 
wasting a drop of the beef tea, as is dona 
when using a ladle or spoon. Made In 
this way you may bave strong beef tea in 
twenty minutes. Don't season until i 
needed.

Scald one cup of milk with one slice at 


onion, a sprig of parsley and a bit of 
bay leaf. Remove the seasonings. Melt 
one-half of a tablespoonful of butter, 
stir in one-half tablespoonful flour, and!

pepper, salt and grated nutmeg to 
taste, also the least bit of cayenne; stir 
well, put in the fish, and gently heat it in 
this sauce until quite warm. If it seems 
too thick or dry, add a little milk or 
cream; then add, off the fire, the yolks of 
two eggs, beaten up with a little milk, 
and serve. 


RAISED RAISIN CAKEJ. 


Dissolve half a square of compressed 


yeast in one large cup of milk, and stir 
in one pound of flour; let rise; wnen 
light beat together eight ounces each of

"The Transvaal sun was alreadyhigh 


in the heavens when at six o'clock on 
an August morning I called upon Pres 
iclent Krueger," writes Allen Sangree 
in Alnslee's for December. "I found 
him sitting on his front porch with his 
ftet propped up against one of th' 
Earnato lions. Nearby sat Mrs. Krue 
ger placidly knitting a pair of gray 
woolen socks for her husband, and oc- 
casionally smiling at the quaint sal 
lies of wit which he flung out for the 
benefit of some country burghers who 
weie occupying the steps. 


"As we approached the gate,',' 'Oom 


Paul got up and knocking the ashej 
from his pipe on a lion, said something 
which made his hearers explode, with 
laughter and Indicated to our party 
with a wave of the hand, that he would 
receive us within. 


"While the others were paying their 


respects to Mrs. Krueger, I had time to 
look over the 'White House' as It might 
be called, though In color alone is the 
home of the Transvaal president sim- 
ilar to that furnished the head of our 
nation. It is a little, one-story stone 
affair, covered with white plaster, 
more humble In appearance than the 
home of the ordinary American far- 


mer. 
A veranda about six feet wide 


vines creep up the posts. The only sug- 
runs along in front and morning-glory 
gestion of decoration is furnished by 
two huge marble lions, which Incline 
on either side of the steps. So mas- 
sive are they that the house appears 
In comparison, even smaller than It is, 
Barney Barnato gave these to Mr. 
Krueger to remind him Of the 'Great 
Trek' from Cape Colony, In 1836, when. 
the Boer pioneers killed 6,000 lions, of 
which number 250 are qredlted to Krue- 
ger. 


"Oom Paul, like aU hia countrymen, 


has been practically nourished on black 
coffee. To it he ascribes his remarkable 
health, for he has never been sick a 
day In his life, for he drinks it pols'on- 
ously strong, and so hot, that as the 
Boers say, 'if spat on a dog It will take 
off his hair.' 


He shook hands with, me on being In- 


troduced, and immediately began to 
speak to my sponsors with such a 
rapid flow of language that I can only 
describe it as a splutter. He used the 
Taal dialect, a deteriorated form of 
Holland Dutch, snoken by the Boers, 
who also employ many Kaffir words 
in their conversation. Oom Paul soon 
had the party laughing heartily over 
some recent experience.' One of the 
gentlemen took occasion to lean over 
and prompt me in a stage whisper 
with: 'His Honor is- in a good humor 
this morning. Ask him anything.'" 


"Here waa Paul Krueger Just aa 


everyt newspaper reader has often 
seen him depicted, •whether In portrait 
or caricature. Th* peculiar Kroegar 
beard, sparse, close and long enough 
to conceal perfectly & thick, 
short 


neck; the narrow, grayish eyes, large 
ears with heavy lobes, a prominent 
nose that suggests apatulation, a wide 
mouth, firm chin, and a <body so thin 
that It makes the fega look abort and 
slender in comparison Kraegefa head 
and features are massive. They give 
the Idea of sluggishness rather than 
acuteneaa and strength. This impres- 
sion, however, la- offset by the eyes, 
which are topped with heavy brows, 
and have underneath puffs of flesh 
which help to conceal them. 
These 


eyes, during conversation, narrow to a 
mere glint and give one the idea of 
shiftiness. His akin la brownish-yeUow 
and the countenance shows many a 
furrow. The teeth, 'are strong, Irreg- 
ular and not white. ' Hia arms are 
rather long. The hands muscular and 
the fingers short. His left thumb Is 
mlslng. He lost tbta when out hunt- 
ing elephania one. day. An old rifle 
exploded in bia hand and-the thumb 
waa torn In shreds. His friends said, 
"Let us hurry to a' surgeon, and have It 
amputated." Krueger said ."Ikona! I 
will cut it off myaelfVWith that ha 
whipped out a rusty hunting knife and 
placing the thumb Oft the atock of the 
gun, amputated It. Tou notice thla 
stomp Immediately, for he la holding 
hia abort, crooked , briar pipe in hia 
four flntrem Tou know, therefore, 
that thla man It brave. That be can 
cope with the moat able atateamen of 
Europe, however, seems absurd. Tou 
feel that he haa been greatly overes- 
timated. He must ba. traveling on a 
fate reputation, H.

Hia coaJl doea not fit him and hia 
trauma am too tight and abort. They 
display odd-looktaaf «*ay aooka atoova 
rough black ahoea.

alayer," whose religious bigotry haa 
made him seem, to the Boon aa ap- 
pointed at Oofl, and whose woodman's 
aentenUouaneaa haa been Interpreted 
aa wisdom." 


"Krueger's religion Is not that laid 


down by Jesus Christ, but rather that 
passionate type promulgated by John 
Calvin. It is the sort that licensed 
witchcraft In New England. His earn- 
estness in religion, as he conceives it, 
cannot be doubted. It led him, when he 
was 35 years old, to go out on the 
lonely veldt to cry aloud to the» Lord 
his sins. Three days and nights he re- 
mained prostrate without food 
or 


water, and he was nearly dead when 
found. He Is looked upon by the great 
majority of Boers as chosen of God, 
and upholds them In the most primi- 
tive religious conceptions. 


To doubt the Inspiration of the Bible 


has never occurred to Oom Paul. Dr. 
Jorissm relates that while on the way 
to attend the London convention the 
conversation among a knot of passen- 
gers turned to modern scientific theories 
about the earth's formation and tha 
origin of man. Mr. Krueger listened in 
amazement and then abruptly broke 
in with: 'Pardon the Interruption, my 
friends, but If you are right, then I 
might as well throw my Bible over- 
board."—Allen Sangree In AInslee'B 
for December.

The tendency of the age is mani- 


festly toward a continual—and, all 
things considered, a rapid—increase In 
the size, weight, and speed of rail- 
road trains. Tha demand for locomo- 
tives of greater power and speed fol- 
lows as a natural consequence. A few 
years ago public opinion, which re- 
ceived some countenance in technical 
and scientific circles, was voiced in the 
prediction that the attainment of the 
maximum locomotive 
speed 
under 


present conditions had been reached. 
The fallacy of this belief has been most 
eloquently disproved by the perfor- 
mance of an eighty-five ton locomo- 
tive of American manufacture which, 
haa drawn a train at the rate of nine- 
ty-five mil«9"^per hour, and by the 
achievements of Amertca'afastest con- 
tinental train, which regularly travels 
a distance of three thousand miles In 
one hundred hours. 


Thus, with the rulcture of locomo- 


tives weighing from eighty to one hun- 
dred tons traveling upon, hundred- 
pound rails and drawing trains of sev- 
enty cars a Present reality, it is not 
difficult to treat with tolerance pno- 
phecies regarding the future which 
might at first seem highly Improbable. 
It Is worthy of note, moreover, that 
development haa been slmiueltaneoua.

sign haa been quite rapid during re- 
cent years. As the size has Increas- 
ed, the number of driving wheels haa 
grown from four to eight or ten> 
and in ratio as the number of driv- 
ing! wheels has Increased the smoke- 
stack haa been reduced in height. 
With the increase in size the duties 
of both engineer and fireman have be- 
come more arduous. 
With tender- 


tanks holding from five to six thous- 
and gallons of water an engineer may 
speed paat a Water-tank where In the 
old days he would have been obliged to 
stop, but additional duties In other di- 
rections more than counterbalance the 
saving. With the fireman duty means 
even sterner exaction* No more elo- 
quent portayal of this could be made 
than the fact that to many of these 
men a day's work means shoveling 
twenty tons of coal into the throat 
of a fire-spitting furnace within ten 
hours.

BRITISH WAR BALLOONS 


Signaling Device to Be Used In 


Transvaal Campaign. 


Balloon* Will B« 9*n* B» to * Great 


Height Before the Current 
In 


Turned On—Jfessna* Sent ttr Morse 
Code Indicated by Duration of the 
Flushes. 
Great anxiety is being manifested by 


the British military authorities in Lon- 
don over the preservation of the secret 
of a new method of signaling which 
military experts declare is destined to 
play a very important part In the op- 
eration of the present Transvaal cam- 
paign and which will give the British 
troops a decided advantage over their 
opponents, as they now have a monop- 
oly of the invention, the patent being 
held only by the British, Belgian and 
Italian governments. This is the sys- 
teor^of electric balloon signaling, in- 
vented by Eric Stuart Bruce, M. A., 
which has been recently adopted by 
the powers mentioned for the use of 
their respective war departments. 


The Importance of this discovery can 


scarcely be overestimated, especially 
In such a war as the Transvaal under- 
taking is likely to deteriorate Into, 
a campaign in which small bodies of 
troops will be engaged in operating 
over a^comparatively large stretch of 
territory. The advantage which the 
Boers possess in fightlpg of this kind, 
due to their familiarity with the 
ground,' over'the English troops, many 
of whom are entirely unaccustomed to 
such -topographical, obstacles, will be 
greatly offset by the, ease with which 
communication will" be kept up be- 
tween the struggling bodies of troops 
and the headquarter* of the army. 


The wily tactics of the Boers will 


soon be largely frustrated by the use 
of this electric slgu^tLaervlce, which is 
far In advance of that furnished by the 
heliograph and will" serve the same 
purpose during trie" night as that use- 
ful instrument performs by day, says 
the Washington Post By Its opera- 
tions the possibility of massing troops 
at any desired point or of signaling for 
withdrawal from dangerous positions 
will be assured, and maneuvers which 
would otherwise be Impossible in such 
a campaign can easily be directed from 
headquarters. 


The advantage of possessing such a 


means of communication will also be 
felt most powerfully In the case of gar- 
risons isolated in cities where they are 
«o hemmed in by the enemy that com- 
munication by means of dispatch rid- 
ers has been rendered impossible. In 
this way AUwal No¥Qfand Kimberley 
could communicate with each other, as 
also could Ladysmith and Durban, 
Mafeking and Kimberley, and by es- 
tablishing a circuit of 'signals all the 
places In the possession of the British 
could thus keep up constant communi- 
cation with each other, even supposing 
that the Intervening territory was oc- 
cupied by Boer or Free State troops. 


The beauty of the Bruce electric bal- 


loon signallftg system Is that the bal- 
loon may be miles away from the spot 
where It is operated, if necessary, aU 


! the signaling being done from the 


ground at a sfot where the apparatus 
connected with the balloon is located. 
A number of incandescent electric 
lamps are placed In ths balloon In me- 
tallic circuit with the apparatus below, 
the system of communication consist- 
ing In varying the duration of the 
flashes of light so as to signal accord- 
ing to the Morse telegraphic code. 
These flashes are visible at a distance 
of nearly 100 miles on a clear night 
and in the dry atmosphere of the Cape 
ought to be seen at a considerably 
greater distance even than that 


To military men who understand the

when no line of communication is es- 
tablished with a straggling contingent 
of the troops, which Is supposed to be 
in a dangerous predicament tke splen- 
did utility of this system appeals with 
exceptional force. With It in urn In 
many of ber past campaigns, Great 
Britain could have avoided not only 
most Important tactical mistakes, but 


> often the loss of the very flower of ber 


army. 


The signal balloon corps dispatched 


to South Africa not only took along 
with It a number of these balloons 
ready for use, but also material enougb 
to construct any number In addition 
that might be needed during the cam- 
paign. The balloons are made of gold 
beater's skin, and the incandescent 
lights are placed one above another on 
a holder somewhat resembling a lad- 
der in appearance. 


Owing to the great height at which 


these balloons will be operated when 
once they have reached the desired 
altitude, there will be no danger what- 
ever to them from the Boer rifles, and 
as tbe balloon will only represent a 
dark or semi transparent sphere during 
Us ascent and. until operated, It will 
be easy enough after dark to escape 
the vigilance of the Boer sharpshoot- 
ers while reaching the correct altitude. 


It has leaked out that experiments 


made at Aldershot with these balloons, 
although conducted with great secrecy, 
have given the fullest satisfaction to 
tbe British military authorities, owing 
to the perfect working of the signals 
and tbe preclseness with which tbe 
Morse code was conveyed.

A Statement From Harry B. Hamer

ination in the caucuses. Two years 
ago I carried the republican caucuses, 
defeating the best candidate the men 
who have ruled the city for years 
could put up against me, and if they 
had been loyal to the nominee, I should 
have been elected, but they did not 
want me.

HORMAl SCHOOL REQUIREMENTS 


Principal ffiirdoek Speaks on Important 


Subject Btf jro Headmasters 


The Headmasters' club of Western 


Massachusetts met In Cooley's hotel at 
Springfield last evening. 
Supper was 


served at 6 o'clock, after -which the 
members discussed the relation of the 
high school to the normal school. Chaa. 
S. Chapin, principal of the Westfleld 
state normal school, and F. F. Mur- 
dock, principal of the normal school of 
this city, both made addresses. 


Mr. Chapin was the first speaker,, and 


spoke in part as fallows: 


"The one particular In which the can- 


didate for admission to the normal 
school differs from all other graduates 
is the personal qualifications which are 
required as a prerequisite for teaching, 
The normal school cannot make a 
teacher. It ought not to be expected to 
reform the immoral, to train the un- 
tidy into habits of cleanliness, to teach 
the functions of hairpins and buttons, 
to eradicate from the conversation the 
solicisms and barbarisms of abomin- 
able English, to brighten the dull eye 
and stalia face, or to make command- 
ing and attractive a personality In 
which nature has been too economical. 
Young women who need such physical 
and social regeneration should never 
be recommended to even to try to enter 
a normal school." 


Mr. Murdock spoke along the line of 


the moral and intellectual require- 
ments. "As a result of fifteen years' 
experience," he said, "I have come to 
the conclusion that not 50 per cent, of 
the normal students find their way in 
on their examinations. The English as 
we find it shows purely the Intellectual 
side; it does not show that the book en- 
tered into the life of the pupil. Critical 
attention in literature ia intended to 
show the pupil what a sacred thing 
language is. Music and drawing are 
the two refining Influences in the 
school. I Relieve in doing as is done in 
Springfield, having musical courses in 
which the pupil simply learns to listen. 
And I would ask that in all the science 
work our boys and girls be taught to 
get larger views of life. I am a great 
believer of the mother's influence in. the 
home, and of women's influence over 
men. I would rather have the power 
of living force In our high school boys 
when they get out of school into the 
world than a. knowledge of all the 
Latin and Greek there is."

His groans continued 
for a few seconds In a moment Sheriff 
Puller and Deputy Wood sprang to 
the bench, and the attorneys and some 
of the Jurors'rushed to the spot Judge 
Dewey could not fall from the large 
arm chair in which he was sitting. He 
was laid down on th'e floor of the 
bench, a cushion was brought from the 
Judge's room and vigorous fanning wag 
reported to. Physicians were hastily 
summoned and fortunately some one 
in the court room had a small flask 
of brandy, from which a little was giv- 
en to the stricken Judge. He was then 
taken to the hospital. 


The jurors were paid and told not 


to return unless notified. An adjourn- 
ment was taken until Monday morn- 
ing. Clerk of Courts Cande received 
word yesterday afternoon that Judge 
Sherman would finish the sitting^of the 
court, beginning next Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, at which time di- 
vorce and court cases will be taken uo.
